protest,  There mattors rested untll Congross passod
3 defleieney bill recently for the understood purpose
of roimbursing the Appralser's men for the salary
they hand lost.  The trouble began whan the men ap-
plied for thele pay. They wore not only refused thes
money, o they say, bul wers told that they would
nover got 1t, as they had forfetted thele vights to It
by accopting the mdioetion

On Tuesday night about 200 of the smployes held
a meeting in a hall in Springst., whor the question
wis debated with econsiderable feeling.  The repois
of two committess appointed to wait on Appralser
MeMullen and get his adviea wore meeived, Oinn
pommittes peported That Mr, MeMullen had conngelled
them to be patient and walt, while the other roported
fhat ho had reforred them to thele Congrossmot, as
ne eould do nothing for them.

INVESTIGAT ING IMMIGRATION EVILS.

REPHESENTATIVES OF STKAMSHIP LINES TESTIFY
B FORE A COMMITTER OF CONGRERS,

The investigation of Immigration evils was begun
by the Congress Committee yesterday. Only thres
members of the committoe were presont, M. IL Ford,
of Michigan; Richard Guenther, of Wisconsin; and
W. W. Moorow, of Californfa.  Mossrs, Oates, of
Alabama, and Spinola, of New-York, wers the alsen-
toos. The committes sat in the parlor of the West-
minster Hotel from 10 a. m. untll & p. m, with
recoss of an hour and a half during the hottest part
of the day. Dut even with this recess every ong eon-
cerned suffersdd.  Tha witnosses hurried out as soon
as thelr “ turn® was over, and all who weie forced to
#ft the ordeal out, perspiring and gasping, looked aftor
them with envious eyes

The three committecmen hogan thele Inguiries with
zeal, and s a matter of fact ellelted far mom than
was necossary.,  The stenographer nearly filled a
hally uote-book, bt nothicg startling or sensatlonal
and eomparatively lttle of momentous bearing on the
tmportant subjoct  of Investigation was  recordod
Hopresentatlves of the Hambutg American Stoamship
Company, of the Anthor, Inman, Red Star, Fronch,
Gulon, the North German Llayd and the Fabre lines
were examined,  To give the eskenco of tholr testi-
mony In a few lin they all denled Enowledge of
thetr BEuropean agents peddiing passage tickets or
sollelting Immigrants, and they all sald that certaln

to Amerlen as a laborer under a contract, In viola-
tlon of the laws of the country.

HARD TO KEEP THE FAUPERS BACK,

John M. Kirk, passenger agent of the Inman Line,
sald that they “fouk preeautions” against ervippled
or dseased immiprants, but could not well prevent
paupers from emigrating.

CONTINUING THE “ FRESH-AIR* WORK.

ANOTHER LARGE PARTY SBENT INTO THE COUNTRTY
=THEIR PATHETIC IGXORANCE.

Coto, N. Y., July 25 Special).—Nenrly 200 of
*Pug TripuNe Fresh-Air Fund™ childeen were
nsserabled at 7 po mo Monday in the Pennsylvanin
Railrond waiting.room ot Jersey City.  Their hap-
py, smiling faces and eagerly expestant manner
betokened that they also were to be the recipi-
ents of those benefity already conferved upon so
many of New-York's needy and deserving little
ones. This party, in addition to the children,
four of whom were neat, modest-looking colored
girls, eontained a half-dozen married women, some
of them with infants, who were to be sent ont
by specinl request.  As the reporter walked around
the room he heard many remarks indicative of
the great boon n two weeks' onting would be to
all: and all evidently were cager to sturt us
so0n as possible.

At lnst the signal was given—the longed-for
time had ecome—the gntes were thrown open, anil
the exelted, happy throng, grasping tightly in
their hands theie bundles, baskets, basehall bats,
dolls and other paraphernalin, rushied toward the
train, while the matrons followed, nlmost os
much moved by the cecssion as the litle ones,
The chiliren exelaimed on all sides, “ I'tn going
to stay two weeks!™ *I'm going to piuy in the
grass!" Y I'm going to see the conntry !" A Lehigh
Valley train was honeded, good-hyes were said,
handkerchiefs were waved, and the ears heogan to
move; amd it is safe to say that no bappier
people eoulil be found than those little ones were
at lust on their way 1o the promised Jand,

The lfest thing on the progromme was the par-
taling of refreshments: and after that oll kinds
of smusemoents, with jokes, tricks, snd the sing-
ing of “The Ied, White and Blue® nnd = My
Honnie,” whiled nwuy the time mewelly as the
train sped across New-Jerssy.  Many of the chil-
dren were nanxions LTI learn ahout the
objeets of intwerest they were  passing; and
very amusing were the quistions they proponnded.
One of them wanted to know “ 0 it wasn'l so that
Pennsylvania was named sfter Walter Seott” 5 and
another one * if e wasn't going to see Butfole Bill
up in New-York.”
